Yearbook is our book: it tells the story of a year 
at Old Scona. But this story is different from most. 
There are 270 characters, each unique. The main 
setting is a seventy-five-year—old brick building but 
the story also unfolds in other places—a_ church 
gymnasium, bus stops, a hotel coffee shop. The plot 
details fun, excitement, conflict and survival. 


September, 1982. The story begins. Characters are 
introduced, protagonists and antagonists revealed. The 
substructure of the tale is set up and the action 
begins. Complications develop: someone is using a 
locker which belongs to someone else who shares a 
locker with the person who traded lockers with the 
first person’s friend. (Then they all find their locks 
locked backwards.) The story takes an unexpected 
twist when, suddenly, a ray of hope refracts into 
the Battle of Physics. The action stops temporarily 
and the story moves backwards with the onslaught 
of mid-terms. The conflicts of lunchroom territory 
are solved. The dialogue in the story becomes 
riddled with anaphoras. 


Things are wrapped up, especially cars and walls. 
Words fall into place in essays and grad write-ups. 
Achievements are recognized. The final(s) endeavor is 
undertaken. 


Eventually, the story reaches its climax and gradual 
denouement. But the story is part of an unending 
cycle which continues in the same setting with a 
similar plot. Only the names of the characters 
change.
